An Old Man Found Dead in 
B is Hovel. 


THE TIA JUANA LOTTEfiY'SCHEME 


A Humor th a t th e Coneession has 
been Granted—Passed W orth­ 
less Checks—Other Item s. 


Coroner Meredith held an ir.quest yee* 
terday afternoon upon the body of J. M, 
Priestly, a man about 50 years of age, 
who was found dead in his cabin near 
the corner of Chavez and W ater streets, 
in East Los Angeles, yesterday morninz. 
From the testimony adduced it was 
learned th at Priestly had occupied this 
cabiu, a wretched hovel about 12 by 6 
feet, which had evidently been built by 
his own hands, for the past eleven 
months, during which time he bad not 
made many friends among the neighbors. 
H e had for the past few weeks been on a 
protracted spree, and as nothing had 
been seen of him around the cabin for 
several days by his neighbors, one of 
them was moved by curiosity to see 
whether the eccentric individual had 
abandoned his residence or not. 
Ac­ 
cordingly yesterday morning he forced 
open the doer of the hovel, and on enter­ 
ing found 
Priestly stretched upon a 
wretched apology for a bed, apparently 
asleep. The visitor was about to with­ 
draw, but concluded to awaken the 
old man and inquire as to his health. 
Advancing to Prieatly’s bedside, the 
visitor waB horrified to discover th at the 
old man was dead. 
He notified the 
Coroner, who soon aftorwards caused the 
removal of the body to the morgue, 
a 
postmortem exam ination was made by 
Drs. McGowan and McCarthy, but no 
external m arks of violence were found, 
and the physicians state that in their 
opinion the m an 
died from natural 
causes three or four days ago; and the 
jury, on hearing the facts in the case, re­ 
turned a verdict to that effect. 
Tne 
body will be buried at the expense of 
the county. 


TH E TIA JDANA 
SCHEME. 


A¡Report That the Tottery Charter 
Has Been («ranted. 
The Tia Juana lottery scheme is about 
to bob up again in better form than ever. 
It is now reported on excellent authority 
that the Mexican Government has ac­ 
tually granted the exclusive privilege of 
conducting a lottery to the three or 
four citizenB of Los Angeles, who, some 
time ago, made application for this right. 
The concern will be international, con­ 
ducted on Mexican territory with Ameri­ 
can capital, and a California Bpirit of 
enterprise. It is not known for how long 
a period the charter is to t t u , but it is 
said to be co drawn that it will leave the 
company without a rival, 
The plan—which has been often out­ 
lined in the newspapers of this city— 
involves not only the establishm ent of a 
lottery at Tia Juana just over the line in 
Lower 
California, 
but 
also 
exten­ 
sive 
gambling 
houses 
and 
all 
the various forms of amusement which 
the sporting fraternity enjoy. 
Several 
fine hotels would probably be erected in 
the place, and the little Mexican town 
metamorphosed into an American Monte 
Carlo. To what extent this plan can bo 
carried out under the existing laws of 
Mexico is a m atter for speculation, but at 
the present time gambling is open and 
unrestricted at Paso Del Norte and otber 
Mexican towns on the northern border. 
A recent dispatch from the City of Mex­ 
ico announces that a bill prohibiting 
gambling has been drawn, and is not 
unlikely to become a law. 
In case it 
ehould, the Monte Carlo feature of the 
scheme would have to be abandoned. 
It is also stated that since it has be­ 
come known that the charter has been 
granted for the carrying on of the lottery, 
the projectors of the scheme have been 
offered $250.000 for their rights in it. 
They are therefore said to be in very 
high feather over the success of the 
undertaking. 


P a stin g Checks.

In spite of all the m ystery, 
deeper than those of Elensis, which is 
thrown aronnd the doings of th at august 
body, it leaks out th at one of these In­ 
dictm ents was for Carl Browne, charging 
him with the crime of extortion and 
blackmail. 
T his was nearly a month 
ago, and up to date no sign of Carl hse 
been seen here.

He was on his farm at 
Calietoga when the indictm ent wae made 
in court.

RAILWAY M ATTERS. 


Su rveying th e S a lt L ake E x ten sio n . 
S ou thern P acific P la n e. 
W. A. W itte, of Anaheim, is the owner 
of about 10,000 acres of land in the south­ 
ern part of Nevada, in 
the district 
through which the new road, the exten­ 
sion of the U tah Central, is to pass. He 
has been sending supplies from his 
ranch in Nevada to three different par­ 
ties of surveyors, who are at work run­ 
ning lines through th at section of the 
State, and he often gets straight infor­ 
mation from them with regard to the 
plans of the line. 
He told a reporter of 
this paper yesterday th at he had re­ 
cently learned that the party working 
along the Virgin river, near Las Vegas, 
had been transferred farther north, and 
were now working in 
this direction 
through Armagosa valley. 
I t appears 
that they have been prospecting in three 
parties, experimenting on the feasibility 
of three separate routes. 
From the same source the information 
comes that the various parties have been 
ordered to expedite their work as much 
as possible in order • that the cross-sec­ 
tioning may begin im m ediately. 
This 
means that the work on the new road 
will be pushed as fast as circumstances 
will admit. 
A prom inent official of the Southern 
Pacific remarked yesterday concerning 
the meeting of the Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific officials in San Francisco, 
that there was no probability, in his 
opinion, that any attem pt would be made 
to come to a traffic agreem ent which 
would head off the building of the exten­ 
sion. 
I t was more probable, in his 
opinion, th at the Southern Pacific would 
threaten to parallel any road which 
the 
Union 
Pacific 
may 
put 
in 
between this city and Ogden. There are 
now at San Pedro ties enough to con­ 
struct five hundred miles of road. 
It has 
for a long tim e been a m atter for wonder 
w hat object the Southern Pacific could 
have in piling up such an enormous 
m ass of rail way construction m aterial un­ 
less some secret undertaking was being 
planned. The moment actual construc­ 
tion begins beyond Pioche, it is quite 
possible that the Southern Pacific will 
take decided action of some kind. 
Third Vice-President J. F. Goddard, of 
the Santa Fe road, has relinquished the 
dutieB of Manager of the lines east of the 
Missouri river, and will hereafter devote 
his entire tim e to the m anagem ent of 
the traffic affairs of the Atchison system, 
including the Gulf, California and Santa 
Fe and the California lines. 
A. A. Robinson, Second Vice-Presi­ 
dent of the Atchison, Topi ka and Santa 
Fe, will hereafter peiform the duties of 
Genera! Manager of the road. 
The Southern Pacific pay-car is 
town and will disburse a good many 
thousands of dollars among the railroad 
men of this section. 
Trains are all right 
and running on time on both of the main 
roads. The Santa Ana division of the 
Southern Pacific took passengers yester­ 
day. 
A New York rumor is th at General 
Dodge will succeed Charles Francis 
Adams next year as President of the 
Union Pacific, and a Denver report is 
that S. H . H. Clark has been urged for 
♦he same position by the Gould interest 
in the Union Pacific.

was present and in response said that

Is N« More. 


“ PIG IKOH” KELLEY’S DEATH. 


Sketch of the Venerable Congress­ 
man's Career—Congressional 
Proceedings.

W a s h in g to n , 
January 
9 . —Judge 
William D. Kelley, of Pennsylvabia 
died at 6:20 q’clock this evening. 
At 
the bedside were Mrs. 
Kelley, his 
daughter, Mrs. F. O. Horstman, his 
sons, William D. Kelley, Jr., and A. B. 
Kelley, Dr. Stanton, and Mr. Kelley’s 
private secretary, Mr. Weirick. He was 
conscious at the last, as he had been at 
intervals during the last two days. His 
remains will be buried in Laurel Hill 
cemetery, Philadelphia. 
The imme 
diate cause of Judge Kelley’s death was 
intestinal catarrh, brought on by cold con­ 
tracted during Christmas week. For some 
years, however, he had been a constant 
sufferer from a cancerous growth in the 
side of his face, which was removed 
about b ix years ago by a surgical opera­ 
tion. The relief obtained, boweyer, was 
only temporary. The funeral services 
here will take place in the hall of the 
House of Representatives Saturday noon. 
Judge Kelley was born in Philadelphia 
April 12, 1814. He lost his father at an 
early age, and was apprenticed first as a 
printer and subsequently as a jeweler in 
Boston, where, while following his trade, 
he acquired a reputation as a writer and 
speaker. 
Returning to Philadelphia in 
1840 he studied law, was admitted to the 
bar the next year, and while practicing 
his profession devoted much time to 
literary pursuits. 
He was elected Attorney-General of 
Pennsylvania in 1845, and from 1846 to 
1856 was Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas of Pennsylvania. In 1880 he vi 
a delegate to the National Republican 
Convention, and in the same year was 
elected to Congress, where he has served 
continuously ever since. He served in 
the lower House longer than any other 
member, and for this reason was often 
called “ the father of the House.” He 
has for many years been known as “ Pig 
Iron Kelley.” 
Until 1848 Mr. Kelley 
was a Democrat and free tr«*der, but in 
1854 he joined the Republican party, 
became a protectionist and ardent abo­ 
litionist.

The Collapse of a Chinese 
Theater. 


THE INMATES CRUSHED TO DEATH 


A Gotham Tenement Canght Beneath 
the Walla of a Falling 
Chnreh.

9 .—The 
steamer City of Peking arrived from 
Hongkorg and Yokohama this morning. 
Chinese advices give particulars of a 
theater collapse in Shan Tung, China, re­ 
ported by telegraph from Shanghai, De­ 
cember 3d. It appears th »t the accident 
occurred at Han Ting, east of Shan 
Tung, October 13th last. The temple 
where a performance was being held 
stands 
on 
a 
high 
terrace 
in 
the middle 
of 
the 
town. 
A hill 
was once there, 
but 
has been cat 
away except the portion on which the 
temple stands. A wall almost perpen­ 
dicular and about fifty feet high was 
built up from the street to Bupport the 
terrace. 
This wall ended in a low 
parapet around the temple, tho enclosure 
furnishing seating capacity to an im­ 
mense number of people. During a per­ 
formance the entire wall gave way, 
either from being defective or from the 
great pressure above, and the whole 
mass, men, women and children, were 
hurled to the street belov;. Groans and 
shrieks rent the air. People who had 
first fallen, some of whom had escaped 
with only bruises, were killed outright a 
moment later by their comrades falling 
upon them. Many died of suffocation, 
and 
others who were momentarily 
stunned met death by being trampled 
upon while trying to escape. All this 
time immense blocks of stone and con­ 
crete from the broken wall fell with 
deadly force. 
Heads were buret open, 
bodies crushed, arms and lega broken, 
and in a number of cases almost sev­ 
ered from the body. A total of 2C0 dead 
bodies had been taken from the ruins, 
and it is thought that the list of the dead 
may number 250.

An Interesting Controversy on Pro­ 
tection and Free Trade—G lad- 
stone vs. Blaine. 
INo. l.| 
The world has been on the qui vive for 
pome time for the approaching contro­ 
versy in the North American Review on 
Free Trade versus Protection, tue Right 
Hon. W. E. Gladstone having been 
assigned to the first head, and the Hon, 
James G. Blaine to the second. There is 
n popular misapprehension as to the 
nature of this discussion. It has been 
supposed to be a duel between Gladstone 
and Blaine, with a regular cartel, a pick­ 
ing up of the gauntlet, and the conse­ 
quent arbitrament of the lists. As a 
m atter of fact, it proves to be a review, 
by Mr. Gladstone, of a book written 
before the last Presidential election, by 
Mr. N. McKay, of New York, entitled 
"Free Trade Toilers” and “Starvation 
Wages for Men and Women.” 
Mr, 
Gladstone expressly states in his 
article, 
published 
in 
the 
North 
American Review, that he had with­ 
held his contribution to tariff litera­ 
ture until after the result of the Presi­ 
dential election had been declared 
deeming that it would be a gross imper 
tinence for him to appear to throw his 
influence into that important struggle 
which ought to be determined by Ameri­ 
cans without even (he suggestion of for­ 
eign dictation. His article seems to 
have been submitted to Mr. Blaine, 
either in manuscript or in the proof, and 
that gentleman's connection with the 
m atter appears to have been a pure 
business afterthought of the enterprising 
editors and managers of the Review, al­ 
though, of coarse, Mr. Blaine's carefully 
prepared views are worthy of attention 
from a man of his ability and position. 
It is hopeless to review this notable con­ 
troversy within the compass of a single 
newspaper article. We shall therefore 
devote one article to Mr. Gladstone, an­ 
other to Mr. Blaine and a third to the 
position of the Democratic party on the 
question. 


This discussion, made joint by the 
editors of the North American Review, 
occupies folly flfty:fonr pages of that 
publication, the space being almost 
equally divided between the two dis­ 
tinguished controversialists. Mr. Glad­ 
stone first applies himself to recognizirg 
In the argument underlying Mr. McKay’s 
book, as he expresses it, "an old friend 
with a new face.” 
This illustrious 
British statesman is so old that he was 
himself a not insignificant participant in 
the old Corn Law agitation in Great 
Britain, 
in which 
protection 
ceived its death-blow. In this portion 
of his quite lnminous review, he adverts 
to the wage question, on which Mr. Mc­ 
Kay dwells with great persistency; and 
as the illustrious Englishman asserts, on 
perverted figures. He says: "Let me 
"now mark the exact point to which we 
"have advanced. Like a phonograph of 
"M r. Edison, the American Protectionist 
•'sim ply repeats on his side of the Atlan 
•‘tic what has been first and often, 
•'and long ago, said on ours. 
Under 
"protection our wages were, on the 
"whole, higher than those on the con- 
"tinent. Under protection, American 
"wages are higher than those of Great 
"B ritain. We argued then, poet hoc. 
" ergo propter hoc. He now argues, just 
"listen to his phonograph, poet hoc, ergo 
4,propter hoc. * * * 
* That the 
"American rate of wages is higher than 
"ours I concede.” But while Mr. Glad­ 
stone concedes this fact of higher wages 
he claims that it is a mere accidental 
"concom itancy,” and that in a country 
like the United States there may be high 
wages and great prosperity in spite of 
protection. 
Mr. Gladstone next devotes himself to 
a chapter on the wages of the British 
workman, in which he shows that Mr. 
M cKay, whose book he is reviewing, has 
grossly understated the average wages of 
the British artisan. As the writer hae 
been many times Chancellor of the 
British Exchequer, and is confessedly 
the most laborious as well as perhaps 
the most brilliant man who ever filled that 
distinguished office, we are compelled 
to accept his correction of Mr. McKay's 
Statements. In addition, he enters into 
exhaustive figures which show that, 
under free trade, the wages of English 
workmen have increased from fifty to 
one hundred per cent., while the prices 
of the necessaries of life in England have 
not only not increased bat have 
diminished. 
The cardinal position of Mr. Gladstone 
may be briefly indiiated in the following 
passage: "The argument of the Free 
•'Trader is that the legislator ought 
"never to interfere, or ought only to in- 
"terfere so far as imperative fiscal neces­ 
s it y may require it, with the natural 
•'law of distribution. 
"All interference with it by a gov- 
"ernment in order to encourage some 
•'dearer method of production at 
"home in preference to a cheaper 
•'method 
of 
production 
abroad, 
•‘may fairly be termed artificial. And 
"every inch interference means simply 


"a diminution of the national wealth. If 
"region A grows corn at home for fifty 
"shillings with which region B can snp- 
"ply it at forty, and region B manufac­ 
tu res cloth at twenty shillings with 
“which region A can supply it at fifteen, 
"the national wealth of each is dim in­ 
ish e d by the ten and the five shillings 
"respectively,” 
This is the keynote of Mr. Gladstone's 
la m e n t for free trade. 
He believes 
that protection is robbery, and that the 
only thing that can justify its applica­ 
tion under any circumstances is the 
necessity of raising revenue by a govern­ 
ment. He re-affirms a statement which, 
he made years ago, that under free trade 
the United States would displace Eng­ 
land in many markets of the world, 
although he modifies it by the statement 
that while the United States would ex­ 
ceed England, owing to the almoBt illim­ 
itable resources of the former, the com­ 
parison being in coal, for instance, 
England’s 1 to the United States’s 36, 
yet 
nevertheless England, though 
eclipsed, would be greater and richer 
than she is now. 
Mr. Gladstone presents in the follow­ 
ing the hardest nut the Protectionists 
have to crack: "But the view of the 
"genuine Protectionist is the direct oppo­ 
s ite to this. I understand his conten­ 
tio n to be that protection is (as I should 
"say freedom is) a mine of wealth; 
"that a greater aggregate profit re- 
"suits from what you would call keeping 
"labor and capital at home than from 
"letting them seek employment wher- 
"ever in the whole world they can find 
"it most economically. 
But if this is 
"really bo, if there be this inborn fertil­ 
ity in the principle itself, why are the 
"several States of the Union precluded 
"from applying it 
within 
their 
"own respective borders? If the aggre­ 
g a te would be made rieher by this 
"internal application of protection to 
"the parte, why is it not so applied ? 
"On the other hand, if the country as a 
"whole would by this device be made 
"not richer but poorer, through the in- 
"terference with the natural laws of pro­ 
duction, then how is it that by similar 
"interference the aggregate cf the States 
"the great commonwealth of America, 
"can be made, in its general balance 
"sheet, not poorer but richer?” 
Mr. Gladstone devotes a portion of his 
consummately able argument to showing 
how the enhanced price of protected 
staples requires a much larger capital 
with which to handle them. He next 
applies himself to proving, to his own 
satisfaction, that proposition so abhorrent 
to the Protectionist, that protection, in­ 
stead of raising the price of labor, lowers 
it, patting his postulate in the language, 
‘‘A country cannot possibly raise its 
aggregate wage fand by protection, but 
"m ust inevitably reduce it.” He explains 
the prosperity of theUnited States, in spite 
of protection, by its unrivaled resources, 
and concludes his quite memorable free- 
trade argument by a dissertation on the 
immorality of protection. 
Of course, we have given a mere hint 
of the luminous arguments of the "grand 
old man.” 
There is a conventional 
limit to a newspaper article which we 
have reached, if we have not exceeded. 
His paper is characterized by his old­ 
time acumen, eloquence and perspi­ 
cacity. In our next issue we shall take 
a lightning glance at Mr. Blaine's pre­ 
sentment of the protection side of the 
question.

The «¿Iris’ Iloiue. 
A few days ago the Board of Directors 
of the Girls’ Home held a meeting for 
the purpose of passing a resolution au­ 
thorizing the officers to raise money by 
mortgage upon the Home in order to 
clear gA urgent and pressing debts. 
This was the only recourse the Directors 
had to enable them to continue to offer 
an asylum to poor girls who had gone 
astray and required a helping hand in 
their hour of need. The gentlemen who 
are at the head of this institution know 
the great amount of good it has done. 
Unfortunately, their work is such 
that 
much 
publicity 
cannot 
be 
given to it. 
Whilst the institu­ 
tion h.is, in a very quiet way, 
saved a great number of young girls from 
a life of shame and restored them to so­ 
ciety, it is prohibited, for obvious rea­ 
sons, from making anything more than a 
very remote and general reference to 
them. Publicity would at once destroy 
the efficiency of the institution, and 
therefore there is a lack oi exact know­ 
ledge amongst the people as to the value 
of the work done, which militates very 
seriously against the power of the Direc­ 
tors to get such voluntary support from 
the public as is necessary to its main­ 
tenance. It is a curious fact, which it is dif­ 
ficult for the gentlemen at the head of the 
institution to understand, that the work 
of the Home receives active and positiva 
antagonism from a large number of in­ 
fluential ladies. No reason can be given 
for this, and it seems almost paradoxical 
that an institution devoted to the rescue 
from a life of shame of wayward girls 
who had taken a false step, or who were 
in danger of doing so, should be frowned 
upon, antagonized and tabooed by 
women. Yet, we are sorry to say that 
such is the fact, and that nearly all the 
difficulties the Home has had to contend 
with have come from the prejudice 
created acainst it by the sex which one 
would naturally suppose would be its 
best friends and most liberal sup- 
poiters. 
The Directors will raise 
by mortgage money enough to clear it of 
pressing debts, and will keep the Home 
going as long as they can. When the 
last resources are gone, and collections 
for its maintenance cannot be raised 
from the public—a conjuncture which 
we hope may not arise—the institution 
will be closed. But not till then. In 
the meantime those who believe that 
such an institution should be maintained 
will gladden the hearts of the struggling 
Directors if they will favor it with con­ 
tributions.

A Terrible Disaster 
at 
Louisville. 


THE COLIAPSE OF A CAISSON. 


Fourteen Men Smothered to Death 
in the Quicksands of. 


1 Atéóelated Press Dispatches to the H r r a l d , 


L o u is v il l e, January 9.—The most ap­ 
palling accident known here in many 
years occurred this evening about 6 
o’clock. Caisson No. 1, about one hun­ 
dred yards from the Kentucky shore, 
used in the construction of the new 
bridge between Louisville and Jefferson­ 
ville, suddenly gave way, and the work­ 
men employed in it were either drowned 
or crushed to death by the stone and 
timbers. As the workmen at the pump­ 
ing station were looking for the men in 
the caisson to put off in their boats, 
leaving for the night, they suddenly saw 
the low, dark structure disappear in the 
dashing white waves. The life-saving 
station was immediately notified of the 
accident, and three skiffs were manned 
and pulled to the scene of the wreck. 
Word was also sent to the Police Station, 
and a squad of officers was at once 
ordered to the ground to aid in the work 
of recovery. 
The site of the bridge is at the upper 
end of the city, just below Tow Head 
island. Within an hour from the disap­ 
pearance of the caisson three thousand 
people were on the shore, and strained 
their eyes trying to see something of the 
wreckage. Dozens of boats were plying 
about over the spot where the caisson 
had stood, and lights (lanced to and fro 
with them, but there was no trace of the 
massive structure of stone and timber. 
It was soon known that only four of the 
eighteen who were at work at the time 
of the accident had escaped.

STORY OF SURVIVORS. 
The laet man out of the caisson was 
Frank Haddix. He was barely saved by 
Murray, who dragged him from where he 
was caught waist deep iu the quicksand. 
Aba.Taylor, one of the saved, Bays he 
Btood nearest the iron ladder by which 
thtof ¿at in and cut. He heard a rum­ 
bling, and Ihere was a rush of air almost 
at the Bame inetaut. He jumped up the 
rungs of the ladder, followed bv theo her 
men. They had hardly got dear of the 
caisson when the water burst through the 
manhole, knocking them all into the 
ri ver, where they were picked up. Had­ 
dix says he saw Morris, who was climb­ 
ing next below himself, swiftly drawn 
under by the sand, and heard his cries 
for help, but could do nothing. 
NO HOPE FOR THE UNFORTUNATES. 
The caisson Í3 not wrecked, as at first 
supposed, but has settled down in the 
bed of the stream, and is completely 
filled with sand and water. 
The pump- 
iD g station is hard at work clearing the 
way to the bodies, but none can be 
reached tonight. 
There seems abso­ 
lutely no hopo for any of those caught 
within the caiison. 
The negroes who escaped say John 
Knox, the gang bo8s, had them dig too 
deep before letting the caisson settle, 
and the digging was too close to the 
shore of the caisson. Just before the 
accident Knox gave some order to the 
keeper in charge of the upper door to the 
exit. He opened the door, and the com­ 
pressed air, which kept out the river, 
rushed out, letting in the stream. 
The 
men say they were working in an ugly 
quicksand at the time. The caisson was 
about forty feet by twenty, and built of 
timbers twelve inches square. 
IBR1UE WETS THEBE.

FAST MAIL. WRECKED. 
Tblrty-Tw o Pouches of Westbound 
Registered M atter Burned. 
D e n v e r , January 
9.— A Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, special says: At 5:25 this 
morning the westbound fast mail ou the 
Union Pacific was wrecked at Sidney by 
a broken switch. 
The two engines 
passed over safely, but the remainder of 
the train, consisting of mail cars, storage 
and baggage-car and two eleepers, was 
whirled along the track for several hun­ 
dred feet and turned over. The baggage 
and postal agents were badly bruised, 
but not seriously. None of the passen­ 
gers were injured. The wreck took fire 
from a lamp in the mail car, and the en­ 
tire train, with the exception of one 
sleeper and the dining-car, was con­ 
sumed, together with all the mail for

There will bo a very 
graceful cutwater with a long, light 
counter, and even more sheer than the 
Irex, although the great rake to the stern 
post keel is not excessively rounded, nor 
the forefoot so freely cut away as the 
Tuistle’s. The sail area will be 7,560 to 
8.000 feet, probably the latter figures. 
This is 1,900 lees than the Tnistle, but 
1.000 more than the Ir^x, and 1,200 more 
than the Valkyrie.

S t . L o u is, January 9 .— A special to the 
Republic from Poplar Bluff, Mo., says: 
Reports of tho damage done by the recent 
floods are coming in daily. Word was 
received here today of the narrow escape 
of two families from drowning. who live 
iu a creek bottom about fifteen miles 
from this city. Thousands of bushels of 
corn, still in shuck, not having been har­ 
vested, have bee'u swept away, and many 
fine farm's in the Cane creek bottoms are 
covered witb driftwood.

TneOcage tribe of Indians, whose res­ 
ervation is between Kansas and the 
Creek country, are five times as rich as 
the average cf Americans, ten times re 
rich as the average of Englishmen, ai d 
the French and Italians are paupers In 
comparison. There are among the O^age 
no penniless people, and none in want, 
except that insatiable want that always 
wants more. There are 1,501 of them, 
according to last, year’s census. They 
have in the United States Treasury 
$7,658,094 of their own money, drawirg 
7 per cent, interest. This amounts to a 
capital of $5,175 apiece for the whole 
nation—men, women and childten. 
But, besides this, they have 1.470,000 
acres of land, equal to just 1,000 acres 
apiece. This land is fine and ara­ 
ble, and would sell for an aver­ 
age of $10 an aero, or $10,000 for 
each individual’s portion. This makes 
each . individual Osage Indian worth 
$15,172. Each family possesses $60.000 
on an average, and the head of it, if he 
be industrious and enterprising, can grow 
$10,000 worth of crops a year on his 
4,000 acres of land. 
He is raised per­ 
manently above want, and above fear of 
want.—[Pifcteburg Dispatoh.

Principal of the Cosmopolitan 
school, will have to vacate. 
The Supreme Court holds, in brief, 
that under the statutes a echool teacher 
against whom no possible charges can 
be found is not an employee who can be 
dismissed or removed at pleasure. Jus­ 
tices Fox and M cFarland dissent from 
the opinion. 
The opinion of the Court is altogether 
based on Section 1,793 of the Political 
Code, as follows: “ Holders of city certi­ 
ficates are eligible to teach in the cities 
in which such certificates were granted, 
in schools of grades corresponding to the 
grades of such certificates, and when 
elected shall be dismissed only for viola* 
tjon of the rules of the Board of Educa­ 
tion, or for incompecency, unprofesoional 
or immoral conduct. 
The holders of 
spacial certificates are eligible to teach 
the special studies mentioned in their 
certificates in all schools in the cities in 
which such certificates were granted.” 
In answer to th e objection that in case 
a teacher cannot be dismissed by the 
Board of Education, th at his position 
will be virtually one for life, the Court 
holds: 
“ This certainly cannot be of 
danger to the efficiency of the schools, 
because the teacher can ably maintain 
his position while competent and faith­ 
ful.”
